Cer­ 
tainly not. 
The difficulties in agreeing upon various parts 
of su< h instrument* were found almost insurinountHblc in 
passing the original constitution, and tiiere were still great­ 


er divers ¡tips of opinion with regard to the constitution of 


the I nited Huitcs. 
The result was, and always m utt he 
a compromise. 
T he pro;rosed amendment, which is soon 
to Ix* acted upon, is a compromise, and probably the best 


which could lie effected at this time, or while there is so 
numerous a House of Representatives. 
But some say it is butter to have no ammendment, than 
to adopt the present one. 
Po-sihly as au end, and not as 
a in ana, it might be so. But 1 r iow it chiefly in the lightof 


a means. 
Let us adopt this, and then we shall be ranch 
Ini let aide to agree upon a better one. 
I mean to say, 
t a,it after the reduction o f the representation, and w ith a 


more »el 11 and disinterested, as well as a more limited, 
llo e s e o f Representatives, an amendment w ith regard to 
the limitation and appointment of the members of the 
House may l»e matured in that body, which will he much 


more corn et than that which is now proposed, and which 


shall giro very general satisfaction. 
The great difficulty has been, that individual members 


have been afraid o f a reduction of the number, lest they 
should thus lose their offices and their winter’s p iy, and 
therefore have secretly opposed any reduction. 
Let a rc 
duel ion, in any way, be once made, and this corrupt in­ 
fluence is destroyed. 
Then w ill the House goto work in 
good earnest, to make th- apportionment and other de­ 
tails as perh ct as possible. 
After an actual reduction has 
taken place there will then be no personal inlt rest to en­ 
cumber <>r defeat the ben possible plan which can be de- 
vised. 
I hope the. proposed amuieduient will he adopted 


by die people, so that we may have a reasonable and decent 
It givlutive hotly, instead of a multitudinous mob— so lim it­ 
ed, thui each member my feel some responsibility— and also, 
ne a necessary consequence, that the immense superfluous 
expense of legislation may be diminished to a rational

little branches withered almost to the cere in weeping for the pa­ 
rent *tem. 
The first gleam of intelligence of him which reached 
Mrs Branch, was a rumor that he had been offering bis heart, 
hand and fortune to a young bidy iu a distant place. 
Thither 
she repaired, and arrived just in time to learn that a man of the 
same name had recently opened an amatory correspondence, 
breathing the proltamdest professions of “ honorable intentions” 
towards another lady in another place, and that he had just de­ 
parted to unite his heart and I fe to his latest “ flame.” 
She fol­
